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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Office Action asserted that the Last Slot ID 
Register (62) in the Bandwidth Maximizer Circuit (38) of Belmett teaches the at least one register of claim 1 and Applicant disagrees. 
However, please note that the claims simply require "at least one register in communication with shared resource, the register configured 
to hold an address to be provided to the shared resource upon receipt of a clock signal". In fact, the claims simply require a register. The 
claims do not require holding the address to be provided to the shared resource as the register is only "configured" to hold the address. 
Nevertheless, Bennett teaches the last Slot ID register register to hold an address to be provided to a shared resource upon receipt of a 
clock signal. Slot ID register (62) does, in fact, teach the register configured to hold an address to be provided to a shared resource upon 
receipt of a clock signal as th einitiating CPU issues strobe signal enabling the address on system bus, the address will become available 
and the outputs of the last slot ID register will represent the slot ID of the previous address, the comparator comparing the new ID and 
after comparing the new address will be clocked into the last slot ID register. 
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
